Mailer Goodwill enjoyed a ride, not 
not only for the pjeafure of the air 
and exercife, but for the advantage it 
enabled him to procure for others ; he 
always either Called ‘upon fome fick 
perfon, whom he afiifled, or gave re- 
wards to children who were good at 
their book, fpinn.ing, fcc. and fome- 
times bought fruit and cakes to treat 
his brothers and fillers. Tnus con- 
flantly attentive to promote the hap- 
pifiefs of others, he p referved an un- 
* interrupted 
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interrupted ferenity tjnd chearfulnefs 
in his own bread. His behaviour was. 
an example worthy of the imitation of 
every youth ; he was an objeft of uni- 
versal admiration for his attainments 
in morals and manners, and he ever! 
difarmed envy by the uncommon fweet- 
npfc nf his difnofltioil. 
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
